3. Discussion : General Smith raised the question of the pos- 
sibility of war upon the signature of the peace treaty with Japan 
and read a memorandum from the Deputy Secretary of Defense request- 
ing an estimate of Soviet reaction to the publication of the terms 
of the U.S. -Japanese security pact xinder three alternative time 
possibilities. Preliminary consideration of all sources of intelli- 
gence by the members led to the general conclusion that although 
Soviet capabilities were currently being enhanced at a rapid rate, 
no positive intention to resort to war at this time was discernible. 
It was believed that the timing of the announcement of the terms of 
the security pact would have no effect on a Soviet decision to go to 
war. In the preparation of the final statement, however, attention 
should be given to the possible psychological advantages accruing to the 
Soviets at the respective dates. Ttu3- Seore^ary was directed to call Mr. 
Lovett's paper to the attention o^lir. Gray) of the^ PSB 'for their inform- 
ation and action as appropriate. .
